A KESUME OF REPORTS MADE 


With no Disaster the Grain Crop 


Will Be Heavier Thau Ever 


Known. 


SAM &IAHOIBCO, April 7.—R»ports re- 


ceived from forty points in all parts of 
California, indicate that this atate will 
have bountiful crops this year. In the 
San Joaquin valley, the Rreat wheat 
raising district of the state, the crop will 
be unprecedented in eize. The rains 
have been bountiful and timely, and a 
larger acreage than, evor before is tinder 
coHIfation. la Sacramtnto valley, the 
other great wheat raising district, the 
reports'are not eo favorable. It- ia esti- 
mated tbere will only be half an average 
crop this year on account of continued 
cold and rainy weather end a smaller 
acreage planted to wheat. In ecuthern 
California a large yield of grain is ex- 
pected, as conditions in tuat section a e 
favorable. Fruit in all parts of the 
state are doing well except apricots, 
which will fall far short of an average 
crop. 


Viflalia—Without rain the grain yield 


in this county will be the largest for 
years, oven in sections of the county noted 
for failures. The fruit prospects are 
equally good as to peachen, prunes, pears 
aiid nectarines. The apricot yield will 
be light. There WBB a light frost this 
morning, hut not injurious to fruit. The 
grain crop will equal that of 1884 5. 


Bakorefkld— Hay and grain cropn 


throDcbont the county are usually good 
and fully one-third heavier than ever. 
Fruit trees and vines ere in Cue condi- 
tion and crops will bo enormous. Tho 
thousands of acres planted by colonists 
three years aeo will be in tboir prime, 
and the outlook could not bo hotter. 


Modesto—Tho crop outlook in all 


parts of Stanislaus 'county is the best 
for many years. The rainfall baa been 
fourteen inches. In some portions the 
heavy rains have retarded sowing and 
the acreage will not be heavy. 


Hanford—Tho crop outlook is superb, 


with the henvieet wheat acreage tbet has 
been known for years, and the wholo 
county rcportB excellent prospects for a 
largo yield. The fruit crop outlook ia 
also excellent; Apricots piomiee a large 
yield. It ia too narly to predict on other 
fruits. A slight frost laet night, but DO 
damage wca done. 


Stockton—The orop prospsctH of this 


county are not Rood, and the yield will be 
light owing to excessive mine. With big 
crops on the west eldo of the river, Bnti 
Joaquin county will have aboul balf Llie 
usual crop. 


Portland, Or.—Advices from all the 


grain growing sections of Oregon and 
Washington ehow that tho Bonaon is nt 
least thren weeks later than on the aver- 
age, though tho prospects of good crops 
are excellent. Tho ecrongo in almost 
every grain growing county will ha in- 
creased over last season. In the Wil- 
lametlu valley fall sown grAln, of which 
there is a much larger acreage than 
usual, Is in fino coed it ion. 


Martin GnnfcfiBGfl. 


SACUAMI:NTO, April 7.—One of tho mur- 


derers of Louis Toil hunter, tho young 
man who was killed in a boat on the 
Sacramento river by two counterfeiters 
whom bo WHH trying to arrest, has been 
caught (ltd made a full confession. He 
is a young man natned Martin and he: 
lonped to a, gang of counterfeiters who 
rendezvoused on a email island in the Sac- 
ramento river opposite the village of J»- 
cinto. Martin was arrested in Siskiyon 
county. Ills companion, John Moore, 
ia in Southern California and will he 
arreetad there. Another of tho gang 
named Ackcra is in jail at Willows. 


Martin flays that he and Moore were 


coming down the Sacramento river iu a 
bftiit with a lot of counterfeit money 
when Todhunter attempted to arrest 
thorn. Moore shot and killed him and 
then they escaped to shore, walked into 
Sacramento and there they separated, 
Martin going to Biekiyou and Mooro to 
Southern California. 


Nino Were Killed. 


JOILET, 111., April 7.—An accident oc- 


curred 
on the drainage channel at 


Romeo about (1 o'clock this morning, by 
which nine men were killed and six 
severely wounded. A severe wind and 
hail storm prevailed about that time 
which caused the men to take refuge in 
the engine IIOUBO, at one end of the huge 
cantilever machine at tho south end of 
the engine house, at the north end. The 
cantilever was carelessly left unfastened, 
and as tbe wind increased to a gale it 
otarted down the track toward the engine 
house in which the men had takes 
refuge. When the machine reached the 
end of tho track the top part toppled 
over on the engine house, and as a re- 
sult ninemenweiekilled and six severely 
injured. They are all Italians except 
the foreman, who was Samuel Korusof 
this city. Tbe cantilever is BO badly 
wrecked that it it will be a total IOBB. 


Bought a Mcnageiie. 


SAN FKANCIBCO, April 7.—There wao 


an auction at Woodward's Gardens to- 
day at which the menagerie was to be 
sold. George W. Walters, a rancher 
from Fresno, started the sale by bidding 
$7 for a fine specimen of Nnmldian lion. 
Bids were not plentiful and, mnch to bis 
surprise, the animal was knocked down 
to him. He finds bimeelf in poBseBBiou 
of a healthy lion which is able to eat his 
weight in beef each day, and which the 
owner dues not know exactly what to do 
with. Walters will probably tako the 
lion to Fresno, where he will Btait 
menagerie in his back yard.

of 8t. Louis as United States consul gen- 
eral at Vienna. -It IB eaid at tho eta to 
department that no communicatitrjs, 
verbal or written, hays been received by 
the secretary to indicate that the Aus- 
trian government has any objection to 
tho new consul general, and Judd will 
therefore goto Vienna aud enter on the 
discharge of his duties aa consul general, 
except in an unlocked for refusal ot tLe 
Au&trian government to receive him.

Fuen and the wcman FlorcB were liv- 


ing together OB man and wife, ^uen 
chased Fraccfeca with almtdier knifo to 
tho house of old man Goldkoffer, a. Ger- 
mnn 75 years of »K«) who Etlcmpted lo 
protect her liio. but was Mmsc-H stabbed 


donth. Tho neBtiEsiii tlieu killed Fntn* 


dca in the eaxe way. 
B&veral hundred people conRregolcd at 


Iho Bceno in a few minutee, and wern 
prevented from lynching Fuen only by 
.ho doctors giving it ont that Fuen's 
wound on Iho bond would result In demth 
In a few minutes. 
Last night It bucurae known that Fnon 


waa practiiuilly unharmed, end caany 
riends of GoldkolTer. who was on old 
and respected citizen, became infuriated, 
end about 12.^0 this morning about fifty 
iien marched up the street in a body to 
,ho jail on Court street. 


Tuey called on Jailer Brown to produce 


Fuen, but receiving DO response, sledge 
hammera were need to forco tbo jail 
doors. At this juncture Jailer Brown 
appeared at tho window of an upper 
story and remonstrated with tho crowd. 
]Qt to no effect, lie then fired sdvenu 
shots in the air to call the assistance of 
other officers, who, upon putting in on 
appearance, could do nothing with tho 
crowd, which had swelled to several 


undred. 
The sledge hammers making no im- 


pression on the Iron doom, an eye-benm 
weighing eeveral hundred pounds was 
Kongbt into neo as a battering-ram by 
;ho crowd. Kven this ponderous weapon 
'ailed to stavo in the, door. It was then 
directed againfet the iron grating of a 
window which yielded atones and an en- 
trance to the juil obtained. 


Inside of tbe jail several doors hnd to 


be battered down before tho prisoner 
could be rrached. For an hour and a 
half the work went eleadily on until the 
prisoner was at last reached, and the 
mob cut- into hia Blcel cage by chisels 
used in the hands ol experts. 


At last Iho prisoner was produced and 


the immense crowd, which was contin- 
ually swelling, directed by the leaders, 
marched him off through tha etrcotfl to 
tbe railroad bridgo near First street. 


Tho murderer carelessly asked for 


cigarettes, which wore Riven him, and 
he puffed along on his march to death as 
calmly as though going to bis wed sing. 
Before being st'unp up he was aiven an 
opportunity to say his last words. 


Through the interpreter he said he 


was broupht to his present conJition by 
whiaky ; that bin wife had wronged him, 
nnd that he hod killed her and that ha 
was nfldy to die. When ftsked what 
GoMkofler bad done to him ho eaid that 
he had shot at him. 
The end of tho rope waa thoT made 


fist to tho bridge and tho munierar 
Ewung off into eternity »t 2 30 o'cloi-k. 
The crowd wan orderly throughout tho 
whole transaction. 


Somo one fired a shot at tho body as 


it swung from tho bridge, hut the Uv.<l- 
era o£ tho mob at oiico put a stop to it by 
declaring that whoever repeated it would 
himself bo shot. 
It is stated this morning that thfllearl- 
rs of the mob nro known, nnd that an 
;nveetigation will bo held, but up to the 
present time no move iu thct direction 
baa boon rondo,
